Some  of  these  performances  included  the  grade  tens'  May  Pole  Dance,  a  ballet  solo 
by  Chiara  Campitelli,  highland  dance  by  Margaret  King,  a  grade  eight  tumbling  routine, 
Mexican  Dance  called  Jarabe  Tapatio,  Chinese  Dance  choreographed  by  Elsa  Yuen  and  a 
grade  nine  drama  dance  they  titled  "Form  from  Form". 

By  the  time  the  Celebration  Singers  raised  their  voices  for  the  finale,  we  were  all 
united  in  our  praise  of  this  glorious  tradition.

Queen  was  elected  I  believe  that  it  was  felt  at  the  time 
that  women,  like  children,  should  be  seen  and  not  heard 
—  certainly  not  in  politics  or  in  many  professions.  The 
May  Queen  at  the  turn  of  the  twentieth  centur)'  was 
honoured  more  for  qualities  of  deference  and  obedience 
than  she  was  for  the  qualities  of  leadership  and  self- 
assurance. 

Over  the  years,  the  May  Day  traditions  have  changed 
to  reflect  the  growing  recognition  of  women's 
contributions  to  society.  So  much  has  changed  in  the 
past  twenty-five  years  in  particular.  England  elected 
Margaret  Thatcher  as  its  first  Prime  Minister.  Canada 
appointed  Jean  Sauve  its  first  female  Speaker  of  the 
House,  and  when  Kim  Campbell  succeeds  in  winning 
the  leadership  of  the  Conservative  party  this  weekend, 
Canada  will  have  its  first  woman  Prime  Minister! 

The  unique  qualities  of  our  education  at  Trafalgar 
Castle  School  give  us  a  head  start  in  our  goal  to  pla\ 
more  active  roles  in  society  —  in  politics  and  in  the 
work  force  throughout  the  world.  As  we  near  a  new 
century  and  new  challenges,  I  am  proud  to  be  part  of 
Trafalgar  Castle's  ongoing  traditions  and  part  of 
Trafalgar  Castle's  recognition  of  women's  emergence 
in  today's  world. 

Thank  you  again  for  this  honour.

Mr.  Kamcke,  Miss  Roberts,  Mrs.  Smith,  faculty,  guests,  parents,  fellow  students  and  the  graduating 
class  of  1993: 

When  the  time  came  for  me  to  start  writing  my  Valedictorian  address,  my  last  public  speaking  event 
at  Trafalgar,  I  found  that  I  had  great  difficulty  in  trying  to  decide  how  to  begin  it.  I  have  so  many 
memories  from  my  six  years  at  Trafalgar,  I  have  made  so  many  new  friends  and  acquaintances  here, 
and  have  had  so  many  new  experiences,  I  didn't  know  where  to  begin.  Everybody  in  the  school  knows 
that  I  am  never  short  of  words,  or  stupid  facts  that  I  was  shocked  to  have  finally  experienced  writer's 
block. 

During  my  time  here  at  Trafalgar,  I  have  met  girls  from  my  own  country  and  from  other  places 
where  I  can  only  dream  of  going.  It  is  this  mixture  and  different  views  which  make  the  education 
students  here  gain  outside  the  classroom  just  as  important  and  informative  as  the  one  inside  the 
classroom.  The  multicultural  society  of  the  school  breaks  down  built-up  prejudices  and  myths  about 
different  societies  and  gives  the  student  an  opportunity  to  learn  first  hand  about  a  different  culture 
which  is  so  unlike  her  own.  It  also  gives  the  student  an  opportunity  to  learn  different  languages  and  the 
key  phrases  like  "the  ugly  woman  falls  down  funny  on  the  street"  in  Cantonese.  Trafalgar  also  offers 
girls  a  chance  to  stand  out  from  the  crowd.  In  most  schools,  the  valedictorian  is  the  student  with  the 
highest  average  from  the  graduating  class.  Here  at  Trafalgar,  valedictorian  is  voted  on  by  the  grads 
themselves.  Our  school  is  moving  to  become  more  democratic  than  it  ever  has  been  before  with 
examples  of  voting  for  Head  Girl  to  conducting  Prefect  interviews  and  good  old  students  council  where 
any  girl  can  have  a  say  and  know  that  her  words  will  be  taken  into  consideration.  House  plays, 
luncheon  concerts  and  sports  are  a  few  ways  in  which  every  girl  can  choose  to  excel. 
I  would  now  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  speak  directly  to  you; 
To  the  parents:  although  your  daughters,  including  myself,  may  have  not  always  been  supportive 
of  your  decision  to  send  them  to  a  private  girls'  school,  it  is  moments  like  this,  with  diplomas  in  our 
hands,  that  we  wish  to  thank  you.  Most  parents  tend  to  classify  their  children  into  one  of  two  categories:  either  a  leader  or  a  follower.  By  sending  your 
daughter  to  a  school  like  Trafalgar,  everyone  emerges  a  leader  in  her  own  right  and  if  your  daughter  was  a  leader  before  she  came  here,  then  she 
emerges  as  a  stronger  leader,  more  sure  of  herself.  If  she  was  a  follower  when  she  first  walked  through  the  doors  of  the  school,  rest  assured  that  today 
she  emerges  as  a  leader;  a  result  of  the  many  opportunities  which  present  themselves  to  the  students  to  take  charge  throughout  the  school  year  in  all 
sorts  of  different  forms.  'Vou  have  given  us  a  gift  that  will  be  with  us  throughout  our  entire  life  and  will  be  the  basis  if  we  succeed  or  not.  Whitby  may 
not  be  the  most  exciting  place,  but  it  is  home  to  one  of  the  best  educations  that  a  young  woman  can  receive  and  the  home  of  many  talented  ladies. 

To  the  students:  Because  I  was  the  first  student  to  walk  into  the  concert  hall,  I  remember  very  well  sitting  there  in  Grade  Seven  at  my  first 
Commencement,  however,  I  don't  remember  who  the  Valedictorian  was;  I  hope  this  won't  be  the  case  this  year.  We  the  graduates  leave  with  you  the 
memories  of  our  life  here  at  Trafalgar.  These  are  precious  memories  and  we  hope  you  cherish  and  take  care  of  them,  along  with  our  reputation  and 
our  school.  All  of  these  mean  so  much  to  us,  as  does  your  friendship  through  this  year  and  all  of  our  years  at  Trafalgar.  We  will  be  carrying  fond 
memories  of  you  with  us  when  we  are  walking  through  unfamiliar  halls  next  September  and  you  are  all  back  here  in  this  environment  you  know  so 
well.  I  hope  you  carry  these  same  fond  memories  of  us  as  we  will  be  in  need  of  your  support  when  we  come  back  to  complain  how  hard  university  is 
and  that  you  don't  realize  how  easy  you  have  it  here. 

To  the  faculty:  I  don't  know  whether  I  should  thank  you  or  not.  'Vou  are  the  people  responsible  for  making  sure  that  our  life  will  turn  out  all  right 
and  that  we  won't  come  back  to  bother  you  next  year;  a  pretty  large  responsibility  when  you  have  people  like  Dee  Brown  and  me  in  your  class  and  for 
this  I  do  thank  you.  On  the  other  hand,  you  are  also  the  same  people  who  have  made  us  all  stay  up  way  past  our  bedtime  on  numerous  occasions  for 
essays  and  the  dreaded  Independent  Study  in  English.  For  this,  I  do  not  thank  you,  but  what  we  have  learned  here  is  far  more  than  we  ever  hoped  we 
would.  I  only  wish  that  just  once  I  could  have  written  one  test  for  Mr.  Palmer  that  I  didn't  get  a  mark  taken  off  for  bad  grammar  or  two  meash 
spelling  errors.  We  the  graduates  have  you,  the  faculty  to  thank  for  sharing  your  wisdom  with  us  and  hope  that  we  will  be  able  to  appl\  it  in  our  future 
at  university,  college  or  wherever  our  paths  take  us.  You  encouraged  us  to  keep  learning  and  to  keep  trying.  You  taught  us  that  life  should  hold  no 
boundaries  and  if  we  believe  in  ourselves,  it  will  make  others  believe  in  us  as  well.  When  I  first  walked  through  the  doors  six  years  ago  1  would  never 
have  guessed  that  one  building  could  grow  to  mean  so  much  to  me.  Now  I  realize  it's  not  so  much  the  building  but  its  contents  inside  that  make  it  so 
special.  There  are  few  other  schools  where  the  teachers  are  so  dedicated  to  the  students  and  coaching  teams  that  they  will  stay  until  6:00,  only  to  drive 
home  to  Barrie  or  Port  Hope  and  have  to  wake  up  the  next  day  and  do  it  all  over  again.  The  dedication  the  faculty  has  to  the  students  is  what  reallv 
makes  the  difference  in  a  school  system  where  most  students  are  just  a  student.  At  Trafalgar,  teachers  and  students  are  friends. 

And  finally  to  the  f;raduates:  the  struggles  and  friendships  that  we  have  all  endured  throughout  the  year  are  memories  that  will  be  a  bond  between 
us  forever.  Wc  do  not  know  what  the  future  holds  for  us  and  yet  people  are  now  telling  us  that  we  should  be  ready  to  leave  the  home  we  have  known 
that  has  always  protected  us.  Some  of  us  have  been  here  for  seven  years,  and  some  for  only  one.  but  the  friendships  we  ha\  e  made  » ill  last  a  lifelinie. 
It  Is  a  rare  occurrence  in  life  that  people  have  such  a  great  opportunity  to  meet  such  wonderful,  sharing  girls  who  are  transformed  into  young  women 
over  the  course  of  ten  months.  Life  goes  by  like  a  heart  beat.  One  minute  we  were  in  diapers  (not  here  of  course)  the  next  we'll  be  gone  but  the 
memories  of  our  years  at  Trafalgar  will  stay  with  us  forever.  You  should  feel  very  good  about  yourselves.  You  had  to  handle  a  rigorous  academic 
program.  You  have  had  to  live  in  a  place  where  your  faults  are  measured  in  detentions  and  gatmgs  and  where  your  values  are  under  constant  scrutiny. 
It  has  not  been  easy,  but  it  has  often  been  great  fun. 

The  last  few  weeks  at  Trafalgar  have  been  full  of  "last  limes  "  The  last  imie  to  make  lun  of  Mr.  Dav  is  wearing  track  pants  and  snowboots  with 
suspenders;  the  last  time  to  tell  Mr.  McClure  that  he  does  not  tell  funny  jokes;  the  last  nine  to  hear  one  of  Mr.  Palmer's  stories  about  his  dog  Sasha  or 
about  the  cardboard  factory;  the  last  lime  to  go  to  Taco  Bell  during  our  spares;  the  last  lime  lo  say  it  is  our  last  lime  to  do  anv thing  l.ikc  the  education 
we  received  here,  the  graduates  also  leave  with  vivid  images  about  the  day  lo  day  routine  which  we  have  all  grown  accustomed  lo  incr  the  \car  or 
over  the  years.  Chapel,  not  having  a  book  lor  reading  period,  break,  lunch  time  sealing,  house  games,  meetings  galore  even  ihiiugh  vvc  ma\  noi  speak 
about  anything  iiiiporlaiil.  Our  life  has  become  a  complex  schedule  lo  an  outsider,  but  easy  lo  understand  if  you  attend  here  .Academics  arc  fin^i.  and 
everylhiiig  else  has  lo  light  lo  come  in  second  in  iinportaiice.  I'or  a  small  school,  we  have  no  shortage  o(  activities  to  fill  our  after  schixM  hours 

So  what  are  the  feelings  I  have  of  leaving  my  Iriemls  thai  I  have  spent  a  third  of  my  life  growing  up  with  '  fhe  feeling  of  not  graduating  with  any  of 
my  original  classmates  because  I  fast  tracked'.'  The  feeling  of  not  knowing  what  my  tuliire  holds  lor  me  because  university  is  a  world  unknown  lo  mc'* 
It  is  one  of  the  greatest  feelings  I  have  ever  known,  I'm  scareil.  but  it  leels  ginnl;  I'm  worried  but  I  leel  secure.  I'm  loncK  .  but  I  have  never  known 
such  feelings  of  love  and  Irieiulsliip  that  I  have  known  here.  It  is  good  lo  know  that  I  am  moving  on  .is  all  things  in  life  continue  and  il  is  g»xx1  lo  know 
that  I  can  always  come  back  lo  Trafalgar  to  see  familiar  laces  and  friendly  smiles  Nii  matter  where  wc  graduates  go.  wc  arc  all  leaving  a  piece  of 
ourselves  here  at  Tralalgar  and  we  trust  that  you.  the  sliulenis  who  will  be  remaining  here,  will  tx-  gixnl  to  it  as  wc  hope  wc  have  been  gixxl  lo  \ou.
